Bennie's death , she married William (Shorty) Lawton and lived in Grand Bay , Alabama.she died May 18 , 1986.

George got a shotgun and 
shot Robert through the shoulder . Robert died a short while later . George was arrested and found guilty and went to jail . After he 
served his time , George and Nancy Jane moved to George County . In George County , they farmed for a living . 


George Robert Rayborm died on March 7 , 1960 in George County , Mississippi and was buried in Union Missionary Baptist 
Church in Lucedale , Mississippi 


Nancy Jane Benefield Raybom died on March 12 , 1960 and also was buried in Union Mission Baptist church in Lucedale , 
Mississippi. ;

TWO MEN ARE DEAD, ONE A NEGRO AND TWO OTHERS ARE IN THE JACKSON COUNTY 
JAIL CHARGED WITH MURDER, AS A RESULT OF SEPERATE SHOOTING SCRAPES AT KREOLE, 
THE SITE OF THE MOSS POINT MILL OF THE SOUTHERN KRAFT CORPORATION, SUNDAY NIGHT. 

ROBERT BENEFIELD, 45, DIED AT THE JACKSON COUNTY HOSPITAL SUNDAT NIGHT 
ABOUT 10:30 0' CLOCK AS THE RESULT OF A GUNSHOT WOUND RECEIVED ASHORT TIME 
EARLIER. 

BENEFIELD IS SAID TO HAVE DECLARED ON HIS DEATHBED THAT THE WOUND WAS 
INFLICTED BY GEORGE RAYBORN, HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. THERE WERE NO EYE WITNESSES

Back to Mlssissippi—Wifa Na- 
tive of Jackson County. 


Hattlesburg, Miss. Feb 11.—Slash- 
ing his wife with a razor and cutting 
her in the throat, from which wounds 
she died, then slashing himself across 
the throat, David Thomas, 35 years old, 

tonight was in a local infirmary in a. 
critical condition, The tragedy oc-. 
curred on a train a few miles north of 
Poplarville this morning. The motive: 
;of Thomas was not ascertained. 

Thomas was being brought back to! 
!George county, Missiasippi, on war- 
jrants charginig him with burglary and 

kidnaping. He had been arrested in 
Orange, Tex., and was in charge of 
L. A. Robbing, a special deputy sheriff 
trom George county. He was hand- 
cuffed, but on pretense of wishing to 
to remove his overcoat he requested 
the sheriff to unlock the handcuffs. 
With hends freed, Thomas ts said by 
pagsengers on the train to have taken 
a razor from his pocket and slashed his 
wife's throat before the sheriff could 
dnterefere. Then while the officer was 
trying to aid the woman, Thomas at- 
tempted suicide. 

According to the authorities, Thomas 
and his wife had eloped from Geroge 
county and removed to Texas, Mra. 
Thomas took her baby daughter, Elsie, 
child by her first husband, Wiley 
Bryant, of Lucedale, Miss. [t ls said 
before they eloped Thomas had en- 
tered the Bryant home and at the point 
of a pistol demanded the child and 
took it and $100. It is for these al- 
leged offenses that warrants wero !s- 
sed, 

Mrs. Thomas was,. before her first 
marriage, Miss Marjorie Rayburn, and 
ahe lived with her parents in Orange 
Grove, Miss. While a school girl she 
was married to Wiley Bryant, and 
lived with him apparently happily on 
the place of her husband's father, A. 
J. Bryant, near Lucedale, 

David Thomas came to work on a 
farm near the Bryant place and met 
the wife of young Bryant. Later he 
persuafied her ‘io: leave- her’ ‘huaband| 
and they went to Orange, Tex. 

At a late hour tonight an announce 
ment was made by physicians of the 

local infirmary, where Thomas was 
taken, that he is resting easily and has 
& good chance for recovery. He is 
in charge of the sheriff of Forrest 
county pending his recovery and will 
elther be turned over to tha George 
county officials, should he recover, or 
to the Peari River county officials, in 
which county the murder of his wife 
occurred, as the train on which he 
rode was speding along near Poplar- 
ville.
